Indiana has one of the most generous need-based college financial aid systems in the United States, ranking
our state Ist in the Midwest and 4th in the nation. The state awards more than $300 million in state financial

aid to Hoosier students annually. This session will highlight Indiana’s need-based and merit-based financial aid
programs.

Created by the Commission for Higher Education in 2017, the
Stan Jones Student Success Award honors colleges with
promising student success initiatives. Named in honor of the late
Stan Jones, the award builds upon his legacy of landmark
education policy and student success initiatives, including the
21st Century Scholars program. Stan was a tireless advocate,
particularly for low-income, first-generation and minority
students. This award reflects his steadfast commitment to
college access and completion.

The 2018 recipients of the Stan Jones Student Success Award
are Ilvy Tech Community College ASAP and Purdue University
West Lafayette Purdue Promise.

lvy Tech Community College Associate Accelerated Program (ASAP)

e The Associate Accelerated Program at Ivy Tech Community College
‘ : provides students with the opportunity and the support to earn
mb]) an associate degree in just 11 months. Utilizing eight-week course

block scheduling, high impact learning communities, and innovative

student engagement best practices, ASAP students benefit from a
holistic wrap-around student support system that results in high retention and completion efforts.
Upon completion, ASAP graduates can transfer their degree to four-year colleges with junior status
to complete their bachelor’s degree, saving time and making college more affordable.

Purdue University West Lafayette Purdue Promise

Purdue Promise is both an access and support program, intentionally combining
four years of financial aid with holistic student success coaching. The program
currently serves 21st Century Scholars who enroll as first-time, full-time freshmen
in the fall with a total family income of $50,000 or less. Purdue Promise covers
full financial need for four years and assigns each student a professional coach.
Data from 2018 show that Purdue Promise graduates achieved a four-year grad-
uation rate nearly 3% higher than the overall university rate. Further, first-gen-
eration Purdue Promise students’ on-time graduation rates were more than 4% higher than that of

their non-Promise first-generation peers. Underrepresented minority students in the Purdue Promise
program did even better; their on-time graduation rate was 12% higher than their non-Promise peers.
